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Elba superintendent addresses the scores

Results from the Alabama 
Comprehensive Assessment 
Program (ACAP) Summa- 
tive Reading Subset test 
administered to Alabama 
3rd Graders in the spring 
are meant to help educators 
better prepare for the needs 
of students for the coming 
school year. 

School leaders have had 
access to the reading re- 
sults since mid-May, but the 
Alabama State Department 
of Education has chosen to 
make the results available to 
the public earlier than previ- 
ously scheduled. Initially, 
all reading results were to 
be released in September, 
along with the release of 
other ACAP subject results 
(English Language Arts, 
math, and science). 

The results for Elba El- 
ementary School’s third 
grade class last school year 
look worse percentagewise 
than they truly are with all 
things considered, accord- 
ing to Elba City Schools su- 
perintendent Chris Moseley. 

Elba had 61 third grade 
students tested with 41 of 
those scoring at the ‘on 
or above grade level’ spot 
[67.21 percent]. That meant 
20 students tested scored 
below grade level on the 


ACAP test [32.79 percent]. 
“The first thing we want 
everyone to realize is this 
is just reflects one class — 
third grade,” Moseley said. 
“According to the Alabama 
Literacy Act, those are the 
scores that will be publi- 
cized every 
year, so it 
is not the 
school as a 
whole. Next 
year’s scores

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are identified as struggling 
readers in grades kindergar- 
ten through third grade (K-3) 
be provided intensive reading 
instruction, frequent monitor- 
ing of their literacy progress, 
and a Read-at-Home plan for 
families to participate. 

Those who have not made 
substantial progress towards 
proficiency in reading before 
the end of their 3rd grade 
year, may not be promoted 
to 4th grade beginning in the 
Fall of 2023. 

“Are we happy about 
where the score is?” Moseley 
asked. Then, he answered his 
own question, “Nope.:I have 
no problem saying that.” 

“Am I made at the teach- 
ers or anything like that?” 
he continued. “Absolutely 
not. Not one bit. They have 
worked their rears off for us.” 

Moseley said the Elba 
School System now has in- 
tervention programs in both 
schools, and it did not have 
that before last year. 

“Tntervention will help 
move us a step in the right 
direction because the class- 
room teacher is not hav- 
ing to do everything that is 
needed for the students who 
need a few more points to in- 
crease the percentage on this 
ACAP test,” Moseley said. “I 
looked at it, and there is a cut 
off number for on or above 
grade level at around 452. 
With our third grade class 
this past year, we had 10 of 
the 20 students that scored 
below grade level, that only 
missed the cutoff number by 
about five points. So, they are

right there.” 

He said this means those 
students still need some as- 
sistance to improve, but they 
are not far from being on or 
above grade level. 

“That is why we have a 
team right now at the elemen- 
tary school working on it and 
determining which kids need 
to. be targeted to put them 
in that next level of scores,” 
Moseley said. “You get those 
10 students up five points or 
so, and we jump to 80 per- 
centile rather than 60 percen- 
tile with our scores.” 

The superintendent said 
there are people in place now 
working hard to make sure 
things are going in the right 
direction, It takes a lot of 
work to make the necessary 
improvements, but he said 
his staff is working to get the 
people in place to make sure 
that happens. 

“With the reading and lit- 
eracy act, it is scary for ev- 


eryone,” Moseley said. “We 


realize we have some groups 
of students that we’ve got to 
put some extra work in, and 
we are doing just that.” 

He said the intervention 
program is something ev- 
eryone is excited about go- 
ing into the new school year. 
Last year was a learning 
process for everyone since it 
was a new program, but the 
superintendent said he truly 
believes the work has been 
put in for that program that it 
will begin to show its benefits 
to Elba students. 

“We are actually excited 
about the data the new test-

ing provides to us,” Mose- 
ley said. “We can look at the 
scores and know exactly who 


needs help.” 
Across the state, the ACAP 
summative reading data 


showed that 78 percent of 
Alabama third graders are 
Tteading on or above grade 
level, and 22 percent are not 
reading on grade level. A to- 
tal of 52,590 students were 
assessed with 11,725 not yet 
at grade level. 

However, that by no means 
indicates that 22 percent of 
third graders would be kept 
back were the ALA reten- 
tion piece in effect. There 
are Good Cause exemptions 
that allow students who are 
reading below grade level to 
be promoted to the 4th grade, 
however they will still re- 
ceive additional support. 

Students with limited Eng- 
lish proficiency with less 
than three years of instruc- 
tion in an English Language 
Learner program; students 
with a disability whose IEP 
or Section 504 plan indicates 
that the student has received 
intensive remediation for 
two years but still demon- 
strates deficiency in reading 
or was previously retained 
in Kindergarten, Ist, 2nd, 
or 3rd Grade; and students 
who have received intensive 
intervention in reading for 
two or more years but have 
been previously retained 
in Kindergarten, Ist, 2nd, 
3rd, Grade for a total of two 
years would all receive Good 
Cause exemptions. 

Additionally, students with 
disabilities whose Individu- 
alized Education Program 
(IEP) indicates that participa- 
tion in a statewide account- 
ability assessment program 
is not appropriate are exempt 
from showing proficiency. 

Also, 3rd Grade students 
who demonstrated an ac- 
ceptable level of reading 
proficiency on an ALSDE 
approved supplemental 
standardized assessment 
may be promoted to the 4th 
Grade. This is taking place 
in conjunction with Sum- 
mer Reading Camp to pro- 
vide students an additional 
opportunity to gain needed 
instruction and demonstrate 
this on a state assessment. 

The ALA law requires 
that all students in grades 
K-3 are assessed on a 
state-approved early read- 
ing assessment a minimum 
of three times during the 
academic year to identify 
‘levels of proficiency and 
determine areas of deficien- 
cy and guide instructional 
needs. 

When areas of deficiency 
are identified, the classroom 
teacher and others work to- 
gether to develop a Student 
Reading Improvement Plan 
(SRIP).

Coping with Grief When You Lose a Spouse 

How can you overcome the problems you face after your spouse has 
died? First, you must recognize grief is necessary, and it is something 
you must work through. There is no shortcut. 

Vent Your Feelings. It is important that you allow yourself to vent your 
feelings. Take time to cry. Don’t be afraid to share your tears with other 
moumers. Talk openly with family members and friends. Don't try to 
“protect” your children or other family members by hiding your sadness. 
Express your anger if you are feeling it. This is the time to lean on your 
friends. They may fee! awkward for a while because they don't know 
how to talk to you about your loss. You can help them help you by simply 
telling them what you need. 

Lighten Your Schedule. If you normally have a pressing schedule, 
try to lighten it. Remember, grief is mentally taxing. You don’t need 
the added strain of too much to do. Set aside some quiet times just for 
yourself, so you can think about your spouse's death and put things in 


perspective. 

Remember There is No Timetable. Healing doesn't happen overnight. 
It happens gradually, and there is not a normal timetable for grieving. 
For some people it may take weeks or months to start to feel better. 
For others, it may take years. It’s also important to remember that even 
if you have accepted your loss, that doesn't mean you have forgotten 
the person. 

What if you can't seem to handle your grief? It's important to 
understand that there is no timetable for grief, so it is difficult to say 
when a person needs professional help. If you are worried that you are’ 
not coping well with your grief, you might consider talking to a counselor.

Alabama DHR increases bonuses for child care workers 


The Alabama 
Department of Human 
Resources (DHR) 


announced plans Monday 
to double the bonuses that 
child care workers can 
receive from Child Care 
Workforce Stabilization 
grants. 

DHR will increase the 
bonuses to $3,000 for full- 
time employees and $1,500 
for part-time staff for all 
five remaining quarterly 
grants. Applications for 
the next quarter will be 
accepted Aug. 22 through 


Sept. 16. : 

“Child care workers have 
doubled down on their 
commitment to children 
and families throughout the 
pandemic, so we're thrilled 
to further compensate 
these extremely valuable 
employees who care for 
Alabama’s children every 
day,” said Alabama DHR 
Commissioner Nancy 
Buckner. “In addition to 
rewarding their hard work, 
our goal is to give child 
care providers an extra 
edge as they recruit new 


workers in today’s highly 
competitive job market.” 

Since the initiative was 
announced in November 
2021, DHR has awarded 
more than 4,000 grants to 
help child care providers 
recruit and retain staff as 
the industry recovers from 
the pandemic. An average 
of 10,337 workers have 
received bonuses each 
quarter. 

Eligible employees can 
get up to eight quarterly 
bonuses before the two- 
year grant period ends

Local school officials have adopted the following household size and 
income criteria for determining eligibility: 
Children need healthy meals to learn. Coffee County Schools offer healthy meals every school day. Breakfast costs $1.00, lunch costs 
$2.25. Your children may qualify for free meals or for reduced price meals. Reduced price is $0.30 for breakfast and $0.40 for lunch. 
Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the application process. 


1. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 

+ All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP, the Food Distribution Program, or Indian Reservations 
(FDPIR) or Alabama TANF are eligible for free meals. 

* All children in households receiving benefits from Medicaid are eligible for free or reduced meals. 

* Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 

* Children participating in‘their school’s Head Start program are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 

* When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of their children’s eligibility for free meals based on their 
participation (or a household member’s participation) in the: Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP); Food 
Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR); or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), if the State program 
meets Federal standards. 

+ When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of any child’s eligibility for free meals based on the indi 
vidual child’s designation as Other Source Categorically Eligible, as defined by law.
